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Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Ceiriog  Rural 
District  for  the  year  ending  1951.  This  was  a year  of  many  changes  duo 
in  part  to  the  division  of  Denbighshire  into  f»ur  districts  i.e. 

Eastern  Nos  1 & 2,  and  Western  Nos  1 & 2,  each  with  it’s  cwn  full  time 
district  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ceiriog  Rural  District  was  combined 
with  the  Wrexham  Rural  District  and  the  Llangollen  Urban  District  to  form 
Eastern  Ho  1.  district.  This  entailed  changes  of  Medical  Officers,  for 
before  this  scheme  was  implemented  Ceiriog  Rural  District  had  two  joint 
part  time  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  C.E.  Salt  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Chitty,  who's 
appointments  were  then  terminated.  I feel  sure  that  the  Council  owe 
both  these  Medical  Officers  a debt  of  gratitude  for  the  ljng  years  of 
excellent  and  concientious  service  they  gave  to  the  Council. 

The  first  full  time  Medical  Officer  to 
be  appointed  to  District  No.l*.  was  Dr.  Stanley  Ball,  who  only  stayed  a 
short  time  and  resigned  on  October  31st,  1951,  to  take  up  another 
appointment.  On  November  the  1st, 1951,  I was  appointed  to  take  over 
duties  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  a temporary  capacity  until  the 
end  of  the  year. 

During  1951,  the  Census  was  taken  and 
this  was  a most  important  event  as  twenty  years  had  elapsed  sihce  the 
taking  of  the  previous  cencus  owing  to  the  intervening  World  War.  The 
Census  is  usually  taken  every  ten  years  in  order  to  obtain  exact  infor- 
mation as  to  the  population, for  the  basis  of  all  Vital  Statistics  is 
population.

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The  Cen6us  figures  gave  the  population  of  the  Ceiriog  Rural  District 
as  being  7632,  whereas  the  estimated  population  was  7496,  showing  a 
difference  of  136  to  the  good. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  Births  was  124,  as  compared  with  140  during 
1950,  showing  a decrease  of  16,  The  crude  birth  rate  for  1951  was  16, 67 
as  compared  with  18.6  in  1950,  It  was  very  satisfactory  to  note  that 
the  number  of  Infants  deaths  was  reduced  from  9 in  1950  to  6 in  1951, 

The  number  of  deaths  that  occurred  during  the  year  was  88  as  compared  to 
109  in  1950,  giving  a death  rate  of  10.53  as  compared  with  14.7  in  1950, 
This  was  less  than  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  which 
was  12,5. 

The  district  has  been  remarkably  free  of  Infectious  Diseases 
the  only  increase  of  note  being  ten  cases  of  Tuberculosis  as  compared 
with  two  in  1950,  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  Diphtheria  or  Infantile  Paralysis  during  1951. 

With  regard  to  Housing,  the  Ceiriog  Rural  District  had  the  record 
of  being  the  second  Rural  District  in  Wales  to  have  built  the  largest 
number  of  Council  Houses  per  1000  of  the  population  since  the  war,  which 
is  very  commendable* 

Substantial  progress  has  been  made  with  improvements  to  Water 
Supply  in  the  district  particularly  in  the  Pentrefelin  area  where  the 
work  has  now  been  completed. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  have  been  approved  for 
Halton,  Tregeiriog  and  Penybont,  where  the  work  is  in  progress.  Schemes 
have  also  been  approved  for  Pandy,  Glynceiriog,  Llanamon  D.C*  and 
U.artsilin  where  work  has  not  yet  commenced* 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  to  me  as  their  new  Medical  Offic 
I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr,  Aubrey  for  his  close  co-opera.t ion  with  me 
and  to  pay  tribute  to  the  concientious  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he 
carries  out  all  his  many  duties. 

Finally  I would  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Staff  ior 
their  advice  and  help  so  readily  given.
